ONE REMEDY. 

Quite frequently we hear peo- 
ple in the smaller places lament- 
ing the fact that so much of the 
money made in these places finds 
its way to the larger centres for 
the purchase of goods that 
should be bought at home. 
While we admit the unfairness 
of this*and that it only acts as a 
boomerang in fetarding the pro- 
gress and development of the 
smaller places, yet we know that 
it cannot be wholly obliterated 
so. long:as nature is hu- 
man nature., For instance there 
will always be those in Redeliff 
who will want to go to Medicine 
Hat to shop. There will be those 
in Medicine Hat who want to go 
to Calgary. -From Calgary they 
will go to Winnipeg; from Win- 
nipeg to Toronto; from Toronto 
to Montreal; from Mnntreal to 
London; from London to Paris 
and so on. But to a certain ex- 
tent this can be limited if those 
concerned will only look into, the 
gauses-and by concerted effort 
put forth every endeavor to 
eliminate thoSe causes. 

To our mind one of those 
causes is the utter lack of enter- 
tainment, recreation and amuse- 
ment in the average smallei 
town, and we firmly believe thai 
a large percentage of the money 
which goes out of the smali 
towns goes out by the entertain- 
ment route. By this we mean 
that a large number of people, 
especially young people, who 
work from eight to ten hours a 
day and have four, five or six 
hours a day ‘for. recreation, are 
attracted to the larger centres 
just to put in the ime, and when 
putting in this spare time they 
spend money which otherwise 
would be left with the local mer- 
chants. —. Me = 
' This being the case, one of the 
greatest needs for Redcliff ana 
similar towns is some concerted 
action along the line of providing | ° 
sports and other amusements. 
We have a good live footbal 
team which is advertising and 
making a reputation for the 
town.’ But all people are not in- 
terested in and do not play foot+ 
ball. We should encourage and 
support junior and senior base- 
ball clubs, tennis club, golf club, 
bowling on the green, ete. ana 
make some provision for a 
swimming pool 

With all or at least some of 
these lines in a thriving condi- 
tion the question of amusement 
would be largely solved and 
everybody in town would benefit 
by it. It can be done and done 
easily, The only question is 
who are the.ones to start the ball

HASTENING THE CORN CROP 

The corn growers in the colder and 
more northern parts of Canada might 
find some advantage from the: use of | 
superphosphate as a fertilizer. Dr. | 
F,.T. Shutt, Dominion chemist, points
